PORT OF AKYAB, COAST OF ARRACAN. 


The trade of the Port of Akyab having rapidly 
increased the attention of Mariners is now recalled 
to the existence of the Light on Faqeer’s Point at 
its entrance, and to the following Sailing Directions 
for entering the Harbour, by Captain Paterson, 
published 1844. In these the Light above referred 
to, which was not at that time quite completed, was 
described as being erected on “ Mosque Point,” but 
this designation is now altered to “‘ Faqeer’s Point,” 
which 1s understood to be that by which it is beet 
known, and which is that applied to it by the 
Commissioner of the Province.

Satling Directions for the Port of Akhyab, in the 
Arracan River. 


Ships sailing for Akyab during the South West 
Monsoon should steer for the South end of Weet- 
ern Bolongo, in Lat. 19° 50’ N. Long. 98° 3’ E., 
then standing along the Coast to the Northward 
and Westward about five or six miles off shore, 
until the Light is sighted on the Great Savage, 
at the entrance of the Arracan River, then steer 
so as to bring it to bear N, by East or N. N. E,, 
and if they intend to run in during the night, 
with either of these bearings, they will orose the 
bar in the best water, in three fathoms low water 
spring tides. 

After i ar across it, the qouree should be 
altered to N. by W. or even N. N, Wi, aecording 
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to the state of the Tide and Sea at the time to 
avoid the Western Rocks (above water) bearing 
from the Light S. W. 3 S., distant nearly half a 
mile; the Flood Tide sets in on these Rocks. 


When the Light bears East in six to nine 
fathoms on the edge of the flat to the Westward, 
the course must be altered to N. N. E. and 
N. E. by N., having brought the Light to bear 
S. E. by S. 4 S., the Ship will be inside of 
Passage Rock, which is five to seven feet above 
water, and bears from the Savage Light N. W. 
1 N., distant a quarter of a mile, and should then 
steer N. I. Easterly, to avoid the Reef project- 
ing from Fageer’s Point a mile in extent to the 
South; some of the Rocks are above water at 
half ebb. ‘There is a Red Buoy placed on the 
Southern entrance in about nine fathoms, which 
with attention may be seen in a clear night with- 
out the Moon, and after bringing Faqeer’s Point 
to bear N. W. by N. to N. W. the Ship should 
anchor. 


On Faqeer’s Point a small Light House is nearly 
finished, the Light of which will be a deep red, 
and will be seen about six miles or three miles 
beyond the bar, as a leading nrark to clear tne 
Western Rocks, keeping it a little open to the 
Westward of the Savage Light when steering in or 
out, also to point out when the Ship is inside of 
the Reef off Faqeer’s Point. With this Light 
bearing N. W. by N. to N. W. is good Anchorage, 
having excellent holding ground, and perfectly 
sheltered from the Sea. 


A stranger should not a.tempt to run in at 
night, particularly in the rains, except at high or 
low water, asthe ebb tide runs very rapidly in 
strong eddies off the Passage Rock, over the dan- 
gerous flat to the Westward, and the flood in 
strong eddies upon the Rocks. 


During the N. Ek. Monsoon Ships bound to 
Akyab, from the Northward, should endeavour to 
make the Table Land of the Western Bolongo in 
Lat. 20° 1’ N., then steering due Kast they will 
avoid the Oyster Reef in Lat. 20° 5’ N., Long. 
92° 40’ East, which is distant from the Savage 
Light fifteen miles due West. This course is re- 
commended, as although in favourable weather the 
Savage Light is seen outside the Reef in 16 to 17 
fathoms water, the depth suddenly decreases, and 
the probability of hazy or rainy weather would 
prevent the Light being seen, and steering boldly 
in to sight it, to the Northward of Lat. 20° 1, 
would endanger the safety of the Vessel, by sud- 
denly falling upon the Oyster Rock or Reef be- 
fore sighting the Light House. 

1 would not advise strangers on any occasion to 
make use of the channel inside of the Oyster Rock 
or Reef.

In consequence of the operations of the Government Experimental Tea Culture in Assam being 
about to be bréught to a close, as notified in the Government Gazette No. 26, of the Ist April 1846, 
Tenders will be received at this Office fur the purchase of the undermentioned Government Tea Barrees, 
together with Buildings, Manufacturing Implements, ‘Tools, Stores, Xc., attached thereto.

Rule 6 Wf the discharged Soldier with his 
Wife and Children shall be unavoidably detained 
at anv Port wating fer a passage by Steam or 
other Vessel to proceed to his home or intended 
place of residence, an allowance of tem Pence a 
day for the period of such detention, except for the 
day of atiival, and that of embarkation, shall be 
ussued for the Wife, and six Pence a day for each 
Child not above fourteen years of age. And when 
Rations in kind at the pubhe expense shall not be 
supplied, on such passage, an allowance of 51x 
Pence a day for the probable period of the passage 
shall be issued for the Wife, and three Pence a day 
fur each Child not above fourteen years of age.

PORT OF AKYAB, COAST OF ARRACAN. 

The trade of the Port of Akvab having rapidly 
increased the attention of Marimers 1s now recalled 
to the existence of the Light on Faqeer’s Point at 
its entrance, and to the following Saiing Directions 
for entering the Harbour, by Captain Paterson, 
published 1844. In these the Light above referred 
to, Shich was not at that time quite completed, was 
described as being erected on “ Mosque Point,” but 
this designation 18 now altered to “ Faqeer’s Point,” 
which is understood to be that by which it is best 
known, and which is that applied to it by the 
Commissioner of the F'rovince.

Sailing Directions for the Port of Akyab, in the 
Arracan River. 


Ships sailing for Akyab during the South West 
Monsoon should steer for the South end of West- 
ern Bolongo, in Lat. 19° 50’ N. Long. 93° 3’ E., 
then standing along the Coast to the Northward 
and Westward about five or six miles off shore, 
until the Light ie sighted ou the Great Savage, 
at the entrance of the Arracan River, then steer 
80 as to bring it to bear N. by East or N. N. i. 
and if they intend to run in during the night, 
with either of these bearings, they will cross the 
bar in the best water, in three fathoms low water 
spring tides, 

After deepening acrose it, the course should be 
altered to N. by W. or even N. N. W., according 
to the state of the Tide and Sea at the time to 
avoid thé Western Rocks (above water) bearing 
from the Light S. W. 48., distant nearly half a 
mile; the Flood Tide sets in on these Rocks. 


When the Light bears East in six to nine 
fathoms on the edge of the flat to the Westward, 
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_ Light fifteen miles due West. 


the course must be altered to N. N. E. and 
N. E. by N., having brought the Light to bear 
. BE. by S. 4 > S., the Ship will be inside of 
Passage Rock, which is five to seven feet above 
water, and bears from the Savage Light N. W. 
4 N., distant a quarter of a mile, and should then 
steer N. kK. Basterly, to avoid the Reef project- 
ing from Faqeer’s Point a mile in extent to the 
South; some of the Rocks are above water at 
half ebb. There isa Red Buoy placed on the 
Southern entrance in about nine fathoms, which 
with attention may be seen in a clear night with- 
out the Moon. and after bringing Faqeer’s Point 
to bear N. W. by N. to N, W the Ship should 
anchor. 

On Faqeer’s Point a small Light House is nearly 
finished, the Light of which will be a deep red, 
aud will be seen about six miles or three miles 
beyond the bar, as a leading mark to clear the 
Western Rocks, keepiny it a little open to the 
Westward of the Savaye Light when steering in or 
out, also to point out when the Ship is inside of 
the Reef off Faqeer’s Pomt. With this Light 
bearing N W. by N. to N. W. is good Anchorage, 
having excellent holding ground, and perfectly 
sheltered from the Sea. 

A stranger should not attempt to run in at 
night, particularly in the rains, except at high or 
low water, as the ebb tide runs very rapidly im 
strong eddies off the Passage Rock, over the dan- 
gerous flat to the Westward, and the flood in 
strong eddies upon the Rocks. 

During the N. KE. Monsoon Ships bound to 
Akyvab, from the Northward, should endeavour to 
make the ‘Table Land of the Western Bolongo in 
Lat 20° VN, then steering due Kast they will 
avoid the Oyster Reef m Lat. 20° 5’ N., Long. 
92° 40’ East, which is distant from the Savage 
This course 1s 1 - 
commended, as although in favourable weather the 
Savage Light is seen outside the Reef in 16 to (7 
fathoms water, the depth suddenly decreases, and 
the probability of hazy or rainy weather would 
prevent the Light being seeu, and steering boldly 
in to sight it, to the Northward of Lat. 20° 1’, 
would endanger the safety of the Vessel, by sud- 
deuly falling upon the Ovster Rock or Reef be- 
fore sighting the Light House. 

1 would not advise strangers on any occasion to 
make use of the channel inside of the Oyster Rock 


or Reef.

Ships sailing for Akyab during the South West 
Monsoon should steer for the South end of West- 
ern Bolongo, in Lat. 19° 50’ N. Long. 98° 8’ E., 
then standing along the Coast to the Northward 
and Westward about five or six miles off shore, 
until the Light is sighted on the Great Savage, 
at the entrance of the Arracan River, then steer 
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so av to bring it to bear N. by East or N. N. E,, 
andif they intend to run in during the night, 
with either of these bearings, they will cross the 
bar in the best water, in three fathoms low water 
spring tides, 

After deepening across it, the course should be 
altered to N. by W. or even N. N. W., ,according 
to the state of the Tide and Sea at the time to 
avoid the Western Rocks (above water) bearing 
from the Light S. W. 48., distant nearly half a 
mile; the Flood Tide sets in on these Rocks. 

When the Light bears Mast in six to nine 
fathoms on the edge of the flat to the Westward, 
the course must be altered to N. N. EL and 
N. I. by N., having brought the Light to bear 
S. E. by S. } S., the Ship will be inside of 
Passage Rock, which is five to seven feet above 
water, and bears from the Savage Light N. W. 
1 N,, distant a quarter of a mile, and should then 
steer N. It. Kasterly, to avoid the Reef project- 
ing from T*aqeer’s Point a mie in extent to the 
South: some of the Rocks are above water at 
half ebb. ‘There isa Red Buoy placed on the 
Southern entrance in about mime fathoms, which 
with attention may be seen in a clear night with- 
out the Moon, and after bringing Faqgeer’s Port 
to bear N. W. by N. to N. W. the Ship should 


anchor. 


On Faqeer’s Point a small Light House is nearly 
finished, the Light of whieh will be a deen red, 
and will be seen about six miles or three miles 
beyond the bar, as a leading mark to clear the 
Western Rocks, keeping it a little open to the 
Westward of the Savage Light when steering in or 
out, also to point out when the Ship is inside of 
the Reef off Fageers Pomt. With this Light 
bearing N. W. by N. to N, W. ts good Anchorage, 
having excellent holding ground, and perfectly 
sheltered from the Sea. 


A stranger should not attempt to run in at 
night, particularly in the rams, except at high or 
low water, as the ebb tde runs very rapidly im 
strong eddies off the Passage Rock, over the dan- 
serous flat to the Westward, and the flood in 
girong eddies upon the Locks. 


During the N. I. Monsoon Ships bound to 
Akyab, from the Northward, should endeavour to 
make the Table Land of the Western Bolongo in 
Lat. 20° 1’ N., then steering due East they will 
avoid the Oyster Reef in Lat. 20° 5’ N., Long. 
92° 40’ Kast, which is distant from the Savage 
Light fifteen miles due West. This course is re- 
commended, as although in favourable weather the 
Savage Light is seen outside the Reef in 16 to 17 
fathoms water, the depth suddenly decreases, and 
the probability of hazy or rainy weather would 
prevent the Light being seen, and steering boldiv 
in to sight it, to the Northward of Lat. 20° 1’, 
would endanger the safety of the Vessel, by sud- 
denly falling upon the Oyster Rock or Reef be- 
fore sighting the Light House. 


} would not advise strangers on any occasion to 
make use of the channel inside of the Oyster Rock 
or Reef.

In consequence of the operations of the Government Experimental Tea Culture in Assam being 
about to be brought to a close, as notified in the Government Gazette No. 26, of the Ist April 1846, 
Tenders will be received at this Office for the purchase of the undermentioned Government Tea Barrees, 
together with Buildings, Manufacturing Implements, Tools, Stores, &c., attached thereto.

but more than the usual streneth of that Tea, 
in other respects resembling that imported as 
Ning Yong.

An Act for the establishment and maintenance of 
Boundary Marks in the North Western Provinces of 
Bengal. 

Whereas it is desirable with a view to the better 
definition and security of landed praperty, the 
prevention of encroachments and disputes, and the 
identification of Jands assessed to, or exempted 
from, the Public Revenue, that provision should 
be made for the establishment and maintenance of 
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permanent marks to distinguish the boundaries of 
Fields or Estates : 


I. Jtis hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful 
within the Territories subject to the Government 
of the North Western Provinces of Bengal, for 
Collectors of Land Revenue, or persons exercising 
the powers of Collector, or such Revenue Officers 
as the Lieutenant Governor may entrust with that 
authority, to fix the boundaries of Fields or Estates, 
and to require that marks be formed and maintain- 
ed by the owners or occupants on the boundaries, 
of such materials and in such number and mai ner 
as may appear to such Officers sufficient for distin- 
guishing the limits of those Iields or Estates 
whenever they may be of opinion that such de- 
markation is necessary for the prevention or ad- 
justment of disputes.

An Act for the establishment and maintenance of 


Boundary Marks in the North Hester Provuwes of 
Bengal. 

Whereas itis desirable with a view to the better 

definition and security of landed property, the 

revention of encroachments and disputes, and the 
identification of lands assessed tc, or exempted 
from, the Public Revenue, that provision should 
be made for the establishment and maintenance of 
permanent marks to distinguish the boundaries of 
Fields or Estates: * 

I. It is hereby enacted, that hears he lawfvl 
within the ‘Territories subject to The Government 
of the North Western Provinces of Bengal, tor 
Collectors of Land Revenue, or persons exercising 
the powers of Collector, or such Revenue Officers 
as the Lieutenant Governor may entrust with that 
authority, to fix the botindaries of Fields or Estates, 
and to require that marks be formed and maintain- 
ed by the owners or occupants on the boundaries, 
of such materials and in such number and manner 
as may appear to such Officers sufficient for distin. 
guishing the limits of those Fields or Estates 
whenever they may be of opinion that such de- 
markation is necessary for the prevention or ad- 
justmeut of disputes. 


Il. And it is hereby enacted, that notices shall 
be served on the persons owning or occupying the 
contermimous Fields or Estates requiring them to 
form or repair the said boundary marks within ten 
dayg fiom the date of the notice, and in the event 
of the-« persons not being found in the Village 
that te ad requisition shall be posted at the 
Villags ‘ bhowree or Chopal, or other conspicuous 
place the Village, aich shall be held to be a 
sufficle st rervice, notwithstanding it may after- 
wards ap; car that the owners or occupants were 
not cor cily named or designated in the notice,

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III. And it is hereby enacted, that in default 
of the owners or occupants of the Fields or Estates 
complying with the requisition, the said Revenue 
Officers shall give directions for the erection and 
repair of such boundary marks, the co-t of which 
shall be equitably apportioned on the Fields or 
Estates which they serve to distinguish, and shall 
be charged to the persons possessing a right of 
ownership or occupancy in such Fields or Estates, 
and shall be realized in the same manner as atrears 
of land revenue. 

IV And it is hereby enacted, that any person 
who may be convicted of wilfully erasing, remov- 
ing or injuring such boundary marks, shall be 
hableto a fine not exceeding Titty Rupees for 
each matk so erased, removed or injured ; one 
half of which fine may be awarded on conviction 
to the informer, and the other half shall be charge- 
able with the cost of restoring the mark; when- 
ever it may not be possible to detect the person 
who erased, removed or injured the boundary 
marks as aforesaid, the marks shall be re-erected 
or repaired at the charge of one or both parties, 
as the Collector or other Officer authorized to 
make the demarkation may consider just and equit- 
able. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that disputed 
boundaries shall be fixed by Revenue Officers 
under the powers and in the manner preseribed 
in Regulations Vil.

An Act for the establishment and maintenance of 


Boundary Marks in the North Western Provinces of 
Bengal. 

Whereas it is desirable with a view to the better 
definition and security of landed property, the 
prevention of encroachments and disputes, and the 
wlentification of lands assessed to, or exempted 
from, the Public Revenue, that provision should 
be made for the establishment and maintenance of 
permanent marks to distinguish the boundaries of 
Kields or [states : 

J. It is hereby enacted, that tt shall be lawful 
within the Territories subject to the Government 
of the North Western Provinces of Bengal, for 
Collectors of Land Revenue, or persons exercising 
the powers of Collector, or such Revenue Officers 
as the Lieutenant Governor may eutrust with that 
authority, to fix the boundaries of Fields or states, 
and to require that marks be formed and maintamn- 
ed by the owners or oceupants on the boundaries, 
of such materials and in such number and manner 
as may appear to such Officers suffiereat for distine 
guishing the limits of those Ftelds or Fstates 
whenever they may be of opimon that such de- 
markation is oecessary for the prevention or ad- 
justment of disputes. 

Hi. And itis hereby enacted, that notices shall 
be served on the persons owning or ocvupying the 
eontermimous Dields or Estates requiiig them to 
form or repair the said boundary marks within ten 
days from the date of the notice, and io the event

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GOVERNMENT TEA PLANTATIONS IN ASSAM. 





In consequence of the operations of the Government Experimental Tea Culture in Assam being 
about to be brought to a close, as notified in the Government Gazette No 26, of the Ist April 1846, 
Tenders will be received at this Office for the purchase of the undermentioned Government Tea Barrees, 
together with Buildings, Manufacturing Implements, Tools, Stores, &c., attached thereto. 


These Barrees have abundance of land fit for the growth of the Tea Plant in the vicinity, and 
admit of being greatly extended; they are situated within about 16 miles of the Sudder Station of the 
District, Dibroo Ghur, where there i> a small temporary Bungalow belonging to the Concern. A good 
Road is now in progress through Muttuck, which will pags within a few hundred yards of the Dinjoy 
Barree, and this Road will be completed in the course of next cold season: the accompanying Sketch* 
will show the relative position of the Barrees. 


To persons desirous of engaging in the Cultivation of Sugar Cane, in conjunction with that of the 
Tea Plant, these Bariees would be found particularly advantageous, as there is much fine fresh land 
in the vicinity of Dinjoy and Chubwa, well sisted for the growth of the Cane, and which may be 
rented, to the extent required, from time to time, for cultivation: the present rent of such land, 
when actually taken up, being only 8 annas per poora. 


With the Establishment at present attached to the Barrees, the purchaser would have to make his 
own arrangements; the Members, generally, are well acquunted with the process of the preparation of 
the Tea, in all its branches, and, if well superintended, would be equal to the duties of a greatly ex- 
tended concern.
